500 for each house. The veterans 
are building them in their spare 
time.

A plug is an artificial bait- 


made of wood, metal or plastic and 
decorated with feathers, hair or

glass beads—for 
catching 


black bass, that wonderful, fight- 
ing, fresh-water game fish all 
over America 


The plugs are all shapes and 


sizes. Some run under the water, 
some on the surface, some chug 
along hke a minnow with a broken 
back. 


Like Mandarin 


One looks like a Chinese Man-

You use them with a bamboo 


or steel casting rod and coast the 
plugs on a light line into the lily 
pads where the bass hide or drag 
them -through 
the deep water 


where the fish stay cool on tne 
hot sunny days. 


You go into a fishing tackle 


store and say "I want a yellow 
dingbat." 


The man behind the counter 


says "I don't have a dingbat." 


"What about a pollywog?" 
"No," the man says, "no Polly- 


wogs. But I have budget Digets, 
River Runts and Punkmseeds' 


New Language 


If a Frenchman who had just 


learned English heard the con- 
versation he'd think 
you were 


crazy or talking something not 
English. 


One of the men in the fishing 


tackle stores around here saia: 


"Fresh - water fishermen are 


worse with plugs than a woman 
vatn hats. 
Joe Smith rows up 


to the wharf with a big bass. 


"Joe Jones' eyes bug out and 


he says, "Whatcha catch him on?" 


" 'Oh, I got him on a Witchy- 


Twitchy.' 


"On the way home Jones runs 


into a couple of his pals and tells 
them 'I just seen a guy that's 
been knocking the bass dead. He 
uses a Witcny-Twitchy."' 


Word Passes 


"The pals go home and call up 


a couple of pals and tell them 
'some guy got a string full of bass 
today on a Witch-Twitchy.' 


"The next morning a dozen guys 


come into the store looking for a 
Witch-Twitchy.

4 in the morning, sit out in a row- 
boat in heat, rain or cold all day, 
trying to outwit a fish, and then 
go stumbling home at sundown, 
tired out.

rented out boats and sold bait. 
I saw him out in the lake day 
after day.

One day I said to him: 


"You must like it a lot."

camp just to rent boats. Business

fect, it is lashed to the index fin- 
ger. 


Turns, Cuts 


When the suigeon gets his fin- 


ger inside the heart, he exploies 
to determine diseased structures 
of the imolved valve that need 
cutting 
Then, by a turn of his 


hand, he makes 
the 
necessary 


cuts. 


The report on the new tech- 


nique was made to the clinical 
congress of the surgeons by Doc- 
tors Robert P. Glover, Thomas J.

Glenn Ford goes from "White 


Discovers African Words and 
Culture Off Atlantic Coast 


By DEWITT MACKENZIE 
One of the strange stories of 


our time has been unfolded by 
Dr. Lorenzo Dow Turner, Negro 
r.rofessor of English at Roosevelt 
College, Chicago, who has uncov- 
ered survivals of African culture 
among the quarter million Negroes 
inhabiting the Rice Islands off 
the coasts of South Carolina and 
Georgia. 


These Negroes are descendants 


of slaves who were brought to 
America at the time of the earliest 
settlements. Some of those living 
on the islands never have been 
on the mainland or seen a white 
man at close range. They speak a 
language which 
includes many 


words brought by their ancestors 
from the jungles of Africa. 


Liberian Origin 


Dr. Turner found that some of 


the words in the Rice 
islands 


language had their origin in Li- 
beria. I was particularly interested 
in this because in 1942 when I 
spent some time at Fisherman's 
Lake, Liberia, I was astonished to 
run into an American colloquialism 
dating back to slave days. It hap- 
pened like this: 


Just at the time of the American 


invasion of North Africa, Novem- 
ber 7, 1942, I started to fly from 
London to the Middle East. Be- 
cause the flight normally would 
take us near the scene of the 
fighting, the plane was diverted to 
Liberia. From there we crossed 
Africa to Khartum and then down 
the Nile Valley to Cairo. I got 
hung 
up 
in Fisherman's Lake, 


where there was an American mili- 
tary 
headquarters, 
for 
several 


days, and spent considerable time 
prowling about 
the 
neighboring 


jungles. 


Began in 1816 


As you will recall, the state 


of Liberia grew out of the labors 
of the National Colonization So- 
ciety of America, which was or- 
ganized in 1816 to free American 
Negroes and colonize in Africa. 
Some 12,OC "American"' Liberians 
now live in the Republic and they 
are 
descendants 
of 
American 


slaves.

among some native huts when I 
cprne across a native woman and 
stopped to chat with her. During 
the conversation she employed a 
very old U. S. colloquialism which 
led me to ask her where she 
learned it.

harvest farmers are losing fingers, 
hands and arms. sometimes~5uf- 
fering permanent disabilities, be- 
cause they ignore the rules of 
safety in running com picking 
machines and other devices de- 
signed for speedy and safe proces- 
sing of the crop.

similar to that of 1948.

Renewing Farm Leases 


Every year hundreds of Illinois 


farm tenants become 
"tenants 


from year to year" because their 
written leases expire and they 
remain on the farm without a 
lease. Although they have a rec- 
ognized legal status as tenants 
from year to year and are entitled 
to certain protection accorded by 
both statute and 
common law, 


tfijfcy are no longer subject to the 
terms of the wntten agreement 
under 
which 
they commenced 


their occupancy of the farm. 


For example, with respect to 


notice to move, if there is a 
written lease in effect both land- 
lord and tenant are bound by its 
provisions on termination. 
But if 


the lease has expired, they are no 
longer bound by its terms, and 
the Illinois statute requiring 60 
days' notice in writing applies in- 
stead. 
Likewise any duties out 


of the ordinary, required by the 
lease are then unenforceable b\ 
either landlord or tenant. 


Notices Desirable

"automatic renewal" clause— 
one providing that, unless no- 
tice is given by one party to 
' the other within a specified 


time before the end of the 
terra, a lease for aother 3 ear 
will be in effect.

What It Means-That Dollar 


Those rectangular green pieces of paper you carry in 


your pocketbook are just about as popular as any commodity 
in the world today. When proud old nations knuckled under 
and devalued their currencies to make them worth less in 
terms of the American dollar, the young American greenback 
really came into its own. 


Once upon a time it "wasn't worth a Continental." That 


was when the Continental congress turned out 210,000,000 
on printing presses during the American Revolution. In terms 
of gold and other nations' money, the Continental dollars 
were worth only a fraction of their face value. 


The dollar'got on its feet when congress, after the Con- 


stitution had been adopted, established the present monetary 
system in 1792. Congress began coining dollars at the Phil- 
adelphia mint, in 1793. 


They were all metal coins—gold eagles (worth S10) and 


fractions of eagles, silver dollars and fractions of dollars and 
copper cents and half cents. 


The federal government didn't turn out any paper money 


until the Civil ^ar. when "greenbacks" were first issued. 
Banks operating'^under federal or state charters issued notes 
as currency—and much of the paper eventually became badly 
depreciated in value. 
*

* 


There was a great hullabaloo when the government made 


greenbacks legal tender, requiring that they be accepted in 
payment of debts. People are inclined to be distrustful of 
paper money, and even today folks don't like to handle it in 
some towns in our western states. 


But the dollar managed to hold its own in relation to 


gold and the mighty British pound. Through most of our 
history the pound has been worth about S4.86. After the 
first World War it began to slip. In 1920 the pound was 
worth only $3.66. It was back to its normal $4.86 by 1930. 
But in 1932 it dropped to its lowest point up to that time, 
to S3.50 in U. S. money. 


Then it fluctuated wildly. In 1934 it reached the highest 


value of which the federal reserve system has a record, S5.03.

Consumers May 
Expect Drop in 
Price of Eggs 


Washington, Oct. 18—(AP) — 


Consumers may get 
their 1950 


supply of eggs at prices averag- 
ing around 10 cents 
a 
dozen 


cheaper than this year. 


Such a price reduction would be 


possible if the agriculture depart- 
ment decides to carry out tenta- 
tive plans to lower price guaran- 
tees to poultrymen. 
Top-quality 


eggs are selling for as much as 
80 cents a dozen retail in some 
areas, officials udd. 


The department is required by- 


law to support producer prices at 
90 per cent of parity until Jan. 1. 


But the department may lower 


the support of 75 per cent of 
parity after the first of the year. 


Officials figure that if the sup- 


port price were dropped to 75 per 
cent of parity, consumers would 
buy more—perhaps all that far- 
mers would produce. In such an 
event, the government would not 
have to go into the market to 
remove a part of the supply. 


The government expects to take 


an eventual loss of perhaps $85,- 
000,000 on stocks of dried eggs 
acquired last year and this in 
carrying- out support 
programs. 


Such a loss would reflect sale of 
the eggs abroad at prices below 
what the govenment paid. 


Recent Disclosures Indicate 
Leak in Soviet Iron Curtain 


Washington, Oct 
18— (AP)— 


The United State apparently is 
still able to get a lot of informa- 
tion from behind the iron curtain 
despite Communist efforts to plug 
leaks. 


Disclosure of a series of official 


reports indicated this today. 


For example, the state depart- 


ment announced yesterday it had 
reports "confirming" the Soviet 
mass deportation of thousands of 
Greeks and other foreigners from 
the 
Caucasus 
area 
of 
South 


Russia. 


Others, which the department 


was less sure of, told of talk in 
the Balkans of plans for launching 
a cominform guerrilla war against 
Yugoslavia. 


These came on the heels of Gen. 


Omar N. Bradley's testimony be- 
fore a house committee that Rus- 
sia has 175 combat divisions and 
could raise the number to 500 in 
a few months. 


Cite "Leaks" 


Three weeks ago 
there 
was 


President Truman's announcement 
that Russia has succeeded in set- 
ting off an atomic explosion. 


The state department's informa- 


tion almost certainly came by 
official channels from its envoys. 


reports that appear to warrant 
scrutiny is one of the major duties 
of all diplomats. Presumably the 
information about the deportations 
came from Ambassador Henry W. 
Grady at Athens. 


But how detailed information 


could be sent back^from persons 
taken far into the Soviet interior 
to the Asian state of Kazakhstan 
is something officials 
will 
not 


discuss. 


They are not saying much either 


about the origin of the reports of 
Cominform plans, although they 
note that these are similar to press 
reports originating in Yugoslavia. 


The source of information about 


the atomic explosion is another 
matter, although its force could 
be recorded presumably by scien- 
tific devices.

Soviet atomic development sites at 
great altitudes. The Paris specu- 
lation was that they may have 
come from Iran, where American 
planes have landing rights.
